Somebody has told us 
that they are children of a white man from British Columbia who is 
abundantly Bnet o take care of them himself. We propose to have the 
whole matter investigated.

Miss Kelsey at Wrangell. I% would be very proper, indecad, for her to go 


to Sitka to Dr. Wilbur's care, and we hope she will follow your advice,

which you referred.
